SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

On  30  September  the  Selectmen  reluctantly  accepted  the  resig- 
nation of  Josiah  C.  Richardson  as  Custodian  of  Stevens  Hall  (Town 
Hall)  after  more  than  12  years  of  faithful  service.  Herbert  Renner  was 
appointed  as  Custodian. 

Several  improvement  programs  were  started,  to  be  of  a  con- 
tinuing nature.  On  "Arbor  Day",  to  help  "keep  Chester  Clean  and 
Green",  Chester  school  children,  under  adult  guidance,  planted  a 
number  of  sugar  maple  seedlings  along  Chester  Street.  The  local  A- 
merican  Legion  Post  planted  shrubs  and  flowers  around  the  Memorial 
Marker  in  Chester  Center.  In  Stevens  Hall,  floors  and  stairs  were 
sanded  and  varnished,  windows  were  re-sealed  and  painted,  curtains 
were  placed  in  the  dining  hall  and  many  minor  alterations  and  repairs 
were  completed.  Using  Town  and  State  TRA  (Town  Road  Assistance) 
funds,  Candia  Road,  from  Birch  Road  to  the  Candia  line,  was  straight- 
ened, graded  and  widened,  and  will  be  black-topped  in  1967.  Reed 
Road  has  been  opened  to  vehicles  to  provide  a  through  route  from  Fre- 
mont Road  to  Route  121A.  At  the  request  of  the  Selectmen,  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  cut  back  the  high  bank  a- 
longside  of  Stevens  Hall  on  Route  102.  This  action  widens  the  high- 
way, making  for  better  visibility  and  safer  travel  especially  after  snow 
plowing.  A  number  of  "Caution,  children  playing"  signs  were  posted 
on  State  and  Town  roads  in  those  areas  where  a  number  of  children  re- 
sided. At  French  Mc^morial  Field,  with  the  help  of  local  activities, 
new  benches  were  constructed  and  alarge  scoreboard,  gift  of  theCoca- 
Cola  Bottling  Company  of  Manchester,  was  installed. 

On  two  occasions  the  Selectmen  were  forced  to  take  court  action 
in  the  Derry  District  Court  in  the  enforcement  of  provisions  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance.  In  both  cases  the  Derry  Court  found  in  favor  of  the 
Town.  However,  one  case  has  been  appealed  and  the  appeal  is  pend- 
ing in  the  Superior  Court. 

Once  again,  the  Selectmen  made  short  term  investment  of  town 
funds  and  were  more  than  able  to  recoup  the  income  lost  by  the  grant- 
ing of  a  1%  discount  for  early  payment  of  property  taxes. 

Gifts  to  the  Town,  in  addition  to  the  scoreboard  at  French  Me- 
morial Field,  were  a  "restaurant  type"  cooks  work  table  in  the  kitchen 
of  Stevens  Hall,  from  the  Chester  Grange;  a  restaurant  type  "can- 
opener"  from  S.  Arnold  Clark,  also  for  the  kitchen;  a  new  "entering 
Chester"  sign  for  the  Haverhill  Road  from  Edward  Grosvenor  and  Perley 
Arthur;  an  1851  "Town  Report"  from  Harry  Edwards  and  an  American 
Flag  for  Stevens  Hall  from  R.  D.  Benton. 


Chester  continues  to  grow  in  population,  from  1310  in  1964,  to 
1376  in  1965  to  1416  on  31  December  1966. 

We  express  our  thianks  to  other  Town  officials  for  the  fine  co- 
operation received,  and  we  express  our  gratitude  to  those  individuals 
and  groups  who  have  given  of  their  time  and  effort  on  projects  for  the 
betterment  of  the  community.  We  request  that  all  Chester  residents 
join  us  in  our  efforts  to  keep  Chester  the  peaceful  residential  com- 
munity that  it  is,   a  wonderful  town  in  which  to  live  and  grow.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  with  many  changes  in  the  depart- 
ment. We  have  channeled  the  funds  so  that  we  were  able  to  get  some 
much  needed  supplies  and  equipment.  A  partial  list  of  this  is  safety 
equipment  such  as  reflective  belts  for  night  work,  and  beacon  type  blue 
lights.  We  have  acquired  fire  arms  for  two  of  the  officers  who  did  not 
have  them.  The  most  important  piece  of  equipment  was,  of  course, 
the  two-way  radio.  This  has  been  a  must  on  a  majority  of  the  calls 
that  we  received. 

In  our  effort  to  improve  the  department,  we  have  had  an  ex- 
perienced police  officer  appointed. 

We  have  attended  three  seminars  for  police  at  St.  Anselm's  Col- 
lege. They  were  concerning  "Recent  Supreme  Court  Decisions,  "  "Court 
Procedures"  and  "Law  Enforcement  and  the  Drug  Problem.  "  There  are 
seminars  scheduled  for  the  ensuing  year  that  we  are  going  to  attend. 
With  modern  law  changing  daily  college  studies  are  a  must. 

In  our  effort  to  give  the  town  maximum  police  coverage  we  have 
spent  616  hours,  have  travelled  4807  miles  while  on  duty  294  times. 
In  addition  we  have  had  20  court  cases  with  19  convictions  resulting. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Chester  for  the  co-opera- 
tion we  have  received  from  them  during  the  past  year.  Without  public 
co-operation  a  police  department's  job  would  be  most  difficult.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 

The  year  1966  was  one  of  consolidation  for  the  Chester  Civil 
Defense  Unit.  A  Deputy  Director  has  not  yet  been  appointed,  this  key 
position  being  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Richardson  D,  Benton 
and  the  subsequent  appointment  of  the  Deputy  Director,  Philip  B. 
Holmes,  Jr. ,  to  be  Director.  It  is  hoped  that  his  position  will  be  filled 
early  in  1967. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Richard  Fitts,  the  Radiological  Defense 
Officer,  the  town's  three  "radiological  monitoring  kits"  have  been  re- 
turned to  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency,  and  replaced  by  new  models 
having  similar  capability. 

Two  .38  caliber  revolvers,  the  property  of,  but  not  utilized  by 
the  Civil  Defense  Unit  for  several  years,  have  been  released  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Chester  Police  Department,  for  use  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. These  weapons  remain  Civil  Defense  property  and  are  subject 
to  recall  by  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense  at  any  time. 

Plans  for  1967  include  the  installation  of  an  improved  antenna 
for  the  Citizens  Band  radio  located  in  the  "emergency  operations  cen- 
ter in  the  Town  Hall.  This  new  item  is  critical,  since  we  do  not  have 
the  type  of  radio,  or  a  licensed  "HAM"  operator  to  enable  us  to  uti- 
lize the  State  Civil  Defense  radio  network.  The  improved  antenna 
will  allow  us  to  maintain  radio  contact  with  the  Derry  Civil  Defense 
Unit,  which  does  participate  in  the  State  Civil  Defense  radio  network. 
In  the  event  of  an  emergency  situation,  important  information  would 
be  relayed  to  Chester  through  the  Derry  Unit. 

Throughout  the  coming  year  lectures  and  meetings  with  film 
showings  will  be  held  when  the  Director  receives  a  request  for  such 
from  groups  and  organizations.  Two  meetings  are  tentatively  sched- 
uled for  early  1967.  We  also  intend  to  participate  in  Statewide  Civil 
Defense  exercises.

This  makes  our  job  that  much  easier  and  the 
Department  that  much  more  efficient. 

During  the  past  year  the  Deputy  Chief  had  an  unfortunate  acci- 
dent while  participating  in  a  fund  raising  activity  and  lost  many  hours 
from  his  regular  livelihood.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people — those  who  cause  fires  and 
those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden,  deputy  wardens,  fire 
chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of  a  prolonged  drought,  made  one  of 
the  best  fire  control  records  in  recent  years.  Despite  a  very  dry  spring, 
we  in  New  Hampshire  working  together,  have  substantially  reduced  our 
fire  incidence  (885  in  1965  to  595  in  1966.) 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  two  factors: 

1.  A  closely  coordinated  and  integrated  state-town  organiza- 
tion jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  forest  fire  prevention,  train- 
ing and  suppression  with  dedicated  personnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  program  and  your 
individual  effort  in  practicing  fire  prevention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improvement.  Major 
problems  are  still  with  us;  (1)  the  careless  disposal  of  cigaretts;  (2) 
the  householder's  carelessness  in  burning  rubbish;  (3)  the  failure  of 
woodlot  owners  and  contractors  to  completely  extinguish  their  brush 
burning  fires;  (4)  failure  to  extinguish  camp  fires;  (5)  unsupervised 
children  playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be  protected. 
In  1966  we  experienced  595  forest  fires  on  this  area  and  restricted  a- 
creage  burned  to  395  acres  -  -  -  a  fine  testimonial  to  the  efficiency 
and  dedication  of  the  men  who  make  up  our  forest  fire  control  organi- 
zation. 

1.  If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits  are  not 
issued  between  9:00  A.  M.  and  5:00  P.  M.  except  on  rainy  days. 
Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow. 
To  minimize  risk  the  best  way  to  dispose  of  rubbish  is  at  your 
authorized  town  or  municipal  dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out. 

3.  Don't  leave  a  live  camp  or  cooking  fire. 

4.  Most  important  -  Instruct  your  children  that  matches  are  not 
play  things.

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REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SHCOOLS 

To  the  school  board  and  citizens  of  Chester  I  hereby  submit  my 
4th  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

New  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools 

Mr.  Bernard  Ellis  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  as  of  July  1,  1966  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  when 
Mr.  Ira  Stickney  resigned  in  February  1966  to  assume  the  position  of 
Consultant  in  the  Division  of  Administration  with  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Department  of  Education  in  Concord,  N.  H.  Mr.  Stickney  will 
deal  in  problems  of  school  construction,  reorganization  and  school  ad- 
ministration problems.  His  service  to  Supervisory  Union  #10  was  much 
appreciated,  and  we  wish  him  success  in  his  new  position. 

Mr.  Ellis  originated  from  the  Keene,  N.  H.  area  where  he  at- 
tended the  local  schools  and  graduated  from  Keene  State  College.  He 
taught  and  held  administrative  and  supervisory  positions  in  Connecticut 
for  more  than  ten  years.  Mr.  Ellis  holds  advanced  degrees  from  Uni- 
versity of  Connecticut  and  University  of  Hartford. 

Growth 

The  fact  that  we  live  in  a  growing  community  is  now  quite  well 
established  but  the  amount  of  the  growth  yet  to  come  is  still  subject 
for  speculation  and  will  no  doubt  overshadow  anything  we  can  imagine 
at  the  moment. 

Some  factors  that  researchers  have  brought  to  light  for  our  con- 
sideration are: 

1.  The  population  of  the  United  States  will  more  than  double 
during  the  period  1960  to  2000. 

2.  The  population  of  the  world  will  more  than  double  during 
the  same  period. 

3.  Medical  Science  will  continue  to  increase  life  expectancy  of 
a  person  living  in  the  United  States. 

4.  Technology  will  continue  to  affect  the  work  week  and  job 
opportunities. 

5.  Mobility  will  continue  to  be  a  way  of  life. 

6.  Interdependence  among  various  regions  of  the  country  and 
various  parts  of  the  world  will  continue  to  grow. 
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7.  The  population  of  New  Hampshire  is  expected  to  nearly 
triple  over  the  next  60  years.  Reduction  of  the  birth  rate  on  a 
national  scale  has  led  to  revision  of  the  total  population  increase 
for  New  England.  However,  New  Hampshire  has  witnessed  a  larg- 
er total  population  increase  than  predicted  by  the  1960  census. 
Immigration  is  expected  to  more  than  overcome  the  decline  in 
natural  increases  and  continue  New  Hampshire's  trend. 
The  problem  of  providing  quality  education  will  increase  in  dif- 
ficulty as  the  population  continues  to  grow. 

The  impact  of  expanding  costs  of  education  is  keenly  felt  by  the 
home  owner.  I  feel  strongly  that  other  sources  of  taxes  must  be  ex- 
plored in  order  that  the  property  owner  will  be  able  to  share  the  heavy 
burden  of  education  costs  and  also  provide  for  the  many  other  civic 
improvement  demands  that  a  growing  town  needs. 

Chester  is  yet  to  experience  the  rapid  growth  of  the  surrounding 
towns  but  if  the  projections  for  the  future  come  to  pass,  the  growth 
will  be  felt  and  planning  for  this  event  should  be  accomplished  now 
so  that  an  orderly  approach  may  be  taken. 
The  critical  areas  are: 

1.  Obtaining  and  holding  a  good  certified  staff  at  the  Chester 
School.  When  near  50%  of  the  teachers  move  on  each  year, 
an  evaluation  of  salaries,  working  conditions  and  fringe  bene- 
fits should  be  made  and  an  attempt  to  keep  teachers  for  more 
than  one  year  thru  lower  class  enrollments,  better  salaries^  etc. 
should  be  attempted. 

2.  The  High  School  problem  --  Pinkerton  Academy  is  near  their 
peak  enrollment  and  classrooms  will  be  needed  within  two  years 
if  the  space  problem  is  not  solved.  Chester  has  signed  a  15- 
year  contract  with  the  trustees  of  Pinkerton  which  runs  until 
1976;  however,  with  the  climbing  enrollment,  a  solution  must 
be  found  in  order  to  provide  necessary  classroom  space. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  Chester  school  staff  and  the 
citizens  for  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  Chester  children's  education  which 
is  a  great  necessity  in  today's  world.

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REPORT  OF 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  hereby  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  to 
the  people  of  Chester. 

Having  assumed  my  duties  as  of  July  1,  1966,  it  is  only  pos- 
sible to  make  general  comments  concerning  your  schools. 

The  curriculum  project  has  selected  consultants  who  will  work 
with  each  committee  from  time  to  time  during  the  study.  Mr.  How- 
ard Beatty  from  Newton,  Mass. ,  will  work  with  the  Social  Studies 
group  and  Dr.  Richard  Chambers,  from  Boston  University,  will  work 
with  the  Language  Arts  committee.  It  is  the  aim  of  these  committees 
to  develop  a  curriculum  guide  that  is  designed  for  the  students  and 
teachers  of  Chester. 

The  school  population  has  shown  growth  over  the  past  year, 
This  growth,  if  present  conditions  exist,  will  continue  in  the  years 
to  come.  Serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  additional  class- 
room space  and  the  possibility  of  adding  the  following  services  to  the 
school  program: 

1.  Central  school  library 

2.  Physical  Educational  program 

3.  Guidance 

4.  Foreign  Languages  at  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  level 

5.  Home  Economics  and  Shop  at  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
level. 

A  pilot -testing  program  from  Science  Research  Associates  was 
conducted  at  the  seventh  grade  level  this  fall.  The  information  de- 
rived from  these  tests  proved  to  be  most  useful  to  the  teachers  and 
administrators.  This  testing  program  will  be  broadened  to  include 
a  greater  number  of  students  starting  in  October  1967.

Hampshire  a  pleasant  experience  for  my  family  and  myself.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  this  annual  report  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Chester  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1966. 

During  the  beginning  of  the  School  Year,  our  total  enrollment 
increased  to  the  figure  of  238  pupils.  Four  new  teachers  were  as- 
signed to  the  teaching  staff  as  a  result  of  the  resignations  of  four 
teachers  last  June.  In  the  month  of  November,  we  unfortunately  lost 
our  second  grade  teacher  because  of  a  serious  illness.  We  were,  how- 
ever, able  to  find  an  adequate  and  capable  replacement. 

With  respect  to  curriculum  changes,  new  science  texts  were 
purchased  and  utilized  in  the  junior  high  grades.  The  middle  grades 
received  new  reading  texts  which  p'-ovided  for  a  modern  approach 
for  reading,  specifically  designed  to  assist  the  upper  and  lower  groups, 
as  well  as  the  middle  group.  A.  a  result,  the  entire  reading  program 
is  current  and  continuous  from  grade  one  to  grade  eight.  In  addition, 
several  changes  were  made  in  the  area  of  social  studies  and  modern 
math.  Current  modern  texts  in  these  areas  were  purchased  for  sev- 
eral grades. 

The  P.T.A,  successfully  accomplished  their  goal  of  purchasing 
a  new  swing  set  for  the  primary  grades.  In  addition,  they  have  pro- 
vided funds  for  the  yearly  dental  clinic,  for  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment for  the  kitchen,  and  gave  monetary  prizes  for  the  yearly  Science 
Fair.  I  have  found  it  a  sincere  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Chester 
Parents  as  they  have  sincerely  tried  to  be  effective.  I  would  like  to 
express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  P.  T.  A.  for  their 
effort  in  making  the  above  possible. 

A  School  Play  and  Science  Fair  were  held  with  considerable 
success.  The  School  Flute-a-phone  Group  was  continued  this  year 
and  performed  for  the  parents  and  yearly  talent  show.  These  areas 
provided  for  actual  performances  while  learning,  and  as  a  result, 
provided  for  an  educational  environment  which  was  stimulating  and 
rewarding. 

Because  of  increased  demands  in  education  and  to  give  the  pu- 
pils of  Chester  an  equal  educational  opportunity,  I  believe  that  a 
number  of  needs  are  seen  coming.  In  the  near  future,  it  will  become 
a  necessity  that  an  expansion  of  the  school  plant  be  constructed.  In 
addition,  to  provide  equal  opportunity,  an  area  for  the  physical  de- 
velopment of  the  child  must  be  constructed.  Finally,  various  school 
services  must  be  made  available,  such  as  remedial  reading  teacher 
for  slow  learners. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Wayland  Berry  and  Mr.  Dolloff  for 
their  meticulous  work  and  assistance. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  people  of 
Chester,  the  School  Board,  Superintendent,  Mr.  Robert  Dolph,  the 
Assistant  Superintendent,  the  Teaching  Staff  and  the  Cafeteria  Staff. 
Their  assistance  and  cooperation  has  been  highly  beneficial.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

The  role  of  the  school  nurse  in  the  school  system  is  often  mis- 
understood and  needs  clarification. 

The  nurse  is  subservient  to  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  She  must  obtain  30  credits  (all  required  courses)  beyond 
her  R.  N. ,  at  the  rate  of  3  per  year,  or  6  every  2  years.  The  list  of 
required  courses  and  demands  for  certification  were  set  up  in  1963. 
Courses,  not  on  this  prescribed  list,  taken  by  the  school  nurses  prior  to 
1963,  are  not  valid  toward  the  30  credits.  This  means  that  nurses  with 
many  years  of  experience  are  working  exactly  the  same  as  newer  nurses 
toward  certification  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  school  nurse  is  also  on  the  teachers'  retirement  system  and 
belongs  to  the  teachers  associations  as  well  as  the  school  nurse  asso- 
ciations. 

Most  school  nurses  do  not  conduct  regular  formal  classes  unless 
they  are  accredited  to  do  so,  but  they  are  involved  with  the  student  in 
many  learning  situations  and  may  conduct  informal  classes  as  situa- 
tions arise.  The  school  nurse  acts  as  a  consultant  and  research  person 
for  the  teacher  and  is  the  liaison  between  the  home  and  the  school. 

The  foregoing  may  explain  why  the  nurse  in  the  school  is  called 
a  school  nurse -teacher. 

The  physical,  emotional  and  mental  health  of  each  student  is 
the  concern  of  the  nurse.  Therefore,  she  must  be  prepared  to  meet 
more  than  the  numerous  emergencies  of  a  physical  nature  that  arise. 
She  discusses  each  child  with  the  teacher,  and  the  parents,  when  nec- 
essary. She  must  know  the  many  available  agencies  and  resources  for 
the  help  or  treatment  necessary  for  each  individual  child.  Parents 
should  feel  that  they  can  call  upon  the  school  nurse  for  help  in  any 
area.  This  does  not  include  diagnosis  or  treatment  by  the  nurse,  as 
these  are  the  responsibility  of  a  doctor.  The  nurse  may  suggest  or  rec- 
ommend. Neither  the  nurse  or  a  teacher  may  give  aspirin  or  any  other 
medication  unless  the  child  has  a  prescription  medicine.  In  this  case 
the  parent  should  call  the  nurse  and  discuss  arrangements  for  the  dosage 
and  the  time  tobe  given.  Parents  are  advised  toconferwith  the  teach- 
er or  nurse  whenever  a  child  is  taking  any  type  of  medication,  in- 
cluding tranquillizers.  The  best  learning  takes  place  when  an  environ- 
ment most  suited  to  the  chUd  can  be  provided  with  complete  knowl- 
edge of  the  individual  child. 

The  more  familiar  aspects  of  the  health  program  include  the 
testing  of  vision,  hearing  and  tuberculin  testing.     A  dental  program, 
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sponsored  by  the  P.  T.  A. ,  provides  a  budgeted  amount  of  dental  care 
to  those  children  needing  it.  In  conjunction  with  this  program  the  state 
dental  hygienist  provides  aids  and  material  to  the  teachers  for  dental 
instruction.  Immunization  clinics  through  the  State  Department  of 
Health  are  held  as  often  as  possible  with  the  school  nurse  working  in 
cooperation  with  the  district  nurse.  Any  referrals  resulting  from  the 
testing  program  may  be  discussed  with  the  nurse,  and  help  is  given 
when  sought  by  the  parent. 

All  cases  of  communicable  disease  should  be  reported  to  the 
school  as  it  is  an  aid  to  the  nurse  and  other  parents  in  watching  for 
symptoms  during  epidemics.  A  child  must  stay  out  of  school  a  mini- 
mum of  seven  days  with  all  communicable  diseases  except  German 
measles,  in  which  case  five  days  are  sufficient.  He  does  not  need  a 
certificate  to  return  to  school  at  the  end  of  that  time  but  must  be  free 
of  all  symptoms.  In  cases  of  skin  diseases  such  as  impetigo  and  ring- 
worm a  doctor's  certificate  is  required  in  order  to  return  to  school. 
Only  a  doctor  can  determine  when  these  are  no  longer  contagious. 

The  support  and  cooperation  of  all  parents  is  necessary  to  main- 
tain a  healthy  school  environment.  This  is  our  primary  concern  as  it 
is  essential  as  a  basis  for  better  learning.

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INFORMATION  FOR  CHESTER  RESIDENTS 

BURNING  REGULATIONS  TO  REPORT  A  FIRE  -  DIAL  3250 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  requires  that  written  permits  be 
obtained  for  all  open  fires  at  all  times  when  the  ground  is  not  snow 
covered. 

Permits  may  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam O.  Zimmer,  Raymond  Rd. ,  fcH:  grass,  brush,  campfires  etc.  Per- 
mits must  be  obtained  on  the  day  burning  is  to  be  accomplished. 

Burn  when  there  is  no  wind,  on  rainy  and  damp  days,  in  a  safe 
place  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  permit.  Bum  before 
9:00  AM  and  after  5:00  PM,  Keep  some  buckets  of  water  close  by; 
if  wind  develops,  promptly  extinguish  the  fire.  All  fires  must  be  com- 
pletely extinguished  before  you  depart  the  scene. 

LICENSING  OF  DOGS 

Each  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  3  months  old  or  over  must  register 
the  animal  with  the  Town  Clerk,  Miss  Ruth  Richardson,  Chester  St. , 
before  30  April,  Each  dog  must  wear  a  collar  around  its  neck  with  a 
dog  tag  affixed  thereon. 

License  fees  are  as  follows:  Male  and  spayed  female,  $2.00; 
female  $5. 00.  Kennel  licenses  are  available  for  owners  of  5  or  more 
dogs. 

DISPOSAL  AREA  REGULATIONS 
The  operating  days   and  hours  of  the  Chester  Disposal  Area 
(Dump),   on  the  Raymond  Rd. ,    are  from  1  to  5  PM,  Saturdays  and 
Sundays,  October  through  April;   1  to  5  PM  Saturdays  and  5  to  9  PM 
Thursdays,  May  through  September. 

The  Dump  is  for  the  use  of  Chester  residents  only. ,  Paper,  card- 
board, tin  cans,  bottles,  jars  etc. ,  hone  appliances,  furniture  and 
small  parts  of  autos  may  be  deposited.  All  trash  must  be  thrown  over 
the  bank.  Garbage  and  dead  animals  or  dead  fowl  must  not  be  brought 
to  the  Dump, 

TRAILERS  AND  MOBILE  HOMES 
A  recent  New  Hampshire  Statute  requires  that  owners  of  trailers 
and  mobile  homes  furnish  proof  of  payment  of  Town  taxes  to  trailer 
movers  prior  to  removal  of  trailers  from  the  Town.  Owners  should 
secure  canplete  information  from  the  Selectmen  or  Tax  Collector  as 
severe  penalties  are  adjudged  for  failure  to  comply.
